Apollo 17 landing 'perfect'

SPACE CENTER. Houston 


(AP) - It stuttered at the 
start, but once it left earth 
Apollo 17 was the smoothest, 
the most trouble-free of all the 
moon landings. 


A computer-driven device 


halted the Apollo 17 countdown 
and stalled the launch lor two 
hours, 40 minutes. It got off fi- 
nally, at 12:19 a.m. EST, Dec. 
7, and rose on a tail of fire 
which cut through the black 
Florida sky and turned mid- 
night into dawn. 


From then on it was smooth 


space sailing — with only mi- 
nor irritations - for the two 
Navy men and the civilian sci- 
entist of the last Apollo flight. 


Every other moon landing 


mission had at least one major 
problem, and an incident on 
one flight nearly coat the lives 
of three spacemen. 


On Apollo 11, the first moon 


landing, an overloaded comput- 
er aboard the lunar module 
gave false abort signals, but 


Mission Control overruled the 
computer and the landing was 
a success. 


On Apollo 12, the lunar mod- 


ule was targeted toward a 
large crater and the astronauts 
had to overfly it to land, and 


plans for television scanning of 
the lunar surface went awry 
when the astronauts pointed the 
camera at the sun and ruined 
the lens. 


On Apollo 13, an oxygen tank 


exploded 200,000 miles from 


earth on the flight toward the 
moon. The astronauts were 
forced to board the attached lu- 
nar module to survive long 
enough to return to earth. The 
mission is considered the only 
Apollo failure.

U.S. bombing above North Viet- 
nam's 20th parallel is the latest 
installment in an on-again, off- 
again bombing policy dating 
back more than eight years. 


The first American bombing 


raids against North Vietnam 
came Aug. 4-5, 1964 following 
the Gulf of Tonki incident in 
which two American warships, 
the USS Maddox and USS 
Turner Joy, allegedly were at- 
tacked by communist patrol 
boats. 


Those raids were directed 


against North Vietnamese 
coastal bases, patrol boats and 
oil installations. 


However, the first sustained 


bombing raids did not come un- 
til Feb. 7, 1965, in retaliation 
against Viet Cong attacks 
against American ground in- 
stallations in South Vietnam.

Goldberg Is 
opposed to 
'new court'

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer Supreme court Justice Ar- 
thur J. Goldberg says he is op- 
posed to the creation of a new 
National Court of Appeals and 
has "grave doubts about its 
constitutionality." 


The proposal came Tuesday 


from a panel of law experts. 
"The court is now at the satu- 
ration point, if not actually 
overwhelmed," said the chair- 
man, Prof. Paul Freund of 
Harvard. 


As a result, the committee 


recommended that Congress set 
up the new court to screen vir- 
tually all of the appeals that 
now go to the Supreme Court- 
more than 3,500 a year. 


Goldberg, who sat on the 


court from 1962 to 1965, said in 
an Associated Press interview 
that he disagrees with the idea. 


"The Constitution of the Un- 


ited States says there shall be a 
Supreme Court," he said. "It 
does not contemplate in my 
opinion that there should be a 
Supreme Court and a subordi- 
nate Supreme Court." 


The former justice said his 


second reason for opposing the 
proposal is that the .court '.'has 
adequate means within the 
existing law to screen out frivo- 
lous cases." He went on:

Prison hearings continue

LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - 


Testimony resumed in U. S. 
District Court here Tuesday on 
conditions existing in the state 
prison system with complaints 
being lodged by inmates at 
Cummins Prison Farm of ver- 
bal, physical and mental abuse. 


Clark A. Hathcoat, 24, of Har- 


rison, who has been at Cum- 
mins since Feb. 13, serving a 
sentence for burglary, testified 
his greatest fear was for his 
sanity. 


He said that weekly group 


therapy sessions he was attend- 
ing at the prison were net help- 
ing him, and that he believed 
he needed intensive psychiatric 
help. He said he had feared for 
his sanity since 1968, when he 
received an undesirable dis- 
charge from the Navy because 
of drug abuse. 


Philip E. Kaplan of Little 


Rock, an attorney for the in- 
mates, seemed to intend that 
Hathcoat's testimony be not so 
much a complaint abou' physi- 
cial brutality as an accusation 
that the mental problems of in- 
mates sometimes were over- 
looked at the prisons. 


Jeste Terry, another Cum- 


mins inmate, testified he had 
been struck several times in 
the last 12 months. 


Terry, serving a 28-month 


sentence for grand larceny, 
said he was hit once for refus- 
ing to shave. He said he had 
shaved the previous day. He 
also said he once was struck 


for resisting when he was being 
taken to a disciplinary cell. 


On the first incident, Terry 


said he told the guard he had 
shaved the previous day and 
that he wanted to go to the 
"day 
room" 
to 
watch 


television. When the guard 
again instructed him to get a 
shave, Terry refused. He said 
several guards then ran his 
head into a wall. He said his 
head bled from the blow but he 
was refused permision to see a 
doctor. 


On another occasion, 
he 


asked guards to let him take to 
a disciplinary cell some "legal 
papers" he had written con- 
cering conditions in the prison 
that were to go to federal 


court. Terry said the guards 
told him he did not need the 
paper and one "stomped" his 
head. 


Terry said he had seen an in- 


mate held by one guard while 
another guard sir ck the in- 
mate. 


On cross-examination, Terry 


denied he had ever cursed or 
threatened any warden or 
guard during the alleged in- 
cidents. 


Opie L. Huie, another Cum- 


mins inmate serving 10 years 
for burglary and grand larceny, 
testified he was doing heavy 
work in the fields even though 
prison officials knew he suf- 
fered from rheumatic heart dis- 
ease and could do only light 
work.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - For 


years police departments have 
been criticised for allegedly not 
doing all they could to hire 
blacks. 


However, now law enforce- 


ment officials in Arkansas say 
it is almost impossible to hire 
qualified blacks. 


"We think it would really be 


an asset to our department to 
have more black officers," said 
Texarkana police Chief John 
Butler. "But we Just can't hire 
them." 


Butler said there are 38 com- 


missioned 
officers 
on 
the 


Texarkana department and 
only one is black. 


Butler agrees with other po- 


lice administrators that Macks 
qualified to be a policeman can 
get higher paying Jobs in busi- 
ness and industry. 


"We had five blacks take the 


civil service exam in October 
and all of them failed," Butler 
said. He added that 14 whites 
took the exam and only three 
passed. 


"We're one man short now," 


Butler said. "If you want to get 
right down to it, we're having 
trouble recruiting qualified 
men-boih Mack and white." 


Butler said five years ago 


there was no black officer on 
the Texarkana department. He 
said that an all-out effort had 
been made in recent years to 
recruit blacks. 


Lt. Jim Beach, public infor- 


mation office for the Arkansas 
State Police, said that agency 
also had trouble recruiting 
Macks. 


Out of 396 commissioned offi- 


cers, only four are Mack, he 
said, adding that five years ago 
none were Mack. 


"I think the answer to our 


proMem is higher salaries," 
said Deputy Gene Walther, pub- 
lic information officer for the 
Pulaski County sheriff's depart- 
ment. "I don't see how most 
police departments keep quali- 
fied Macks, whites or anyone 
else with the salary they pay." 


A check of police depart- 


ments around the state in- 
dicated that the starting pay 
for a patrolman averaged leu 
than $400 per month. 


Walther said there were six 


Macks out of a total of 21 depu- 
ties. The number has not 
changed appreciably in the past 
five years, he added. 


The Little Rock Police De- 


partment appears to have one 
of the best records in the state 
in its effort to recruit blacks. 


U. Walter Simpson, the de- 


partment's public information 
officer, said the department 
employed 28 blacks. The de- 
partment has 210 employes. 


Simpson said the department 


did not keep records on the 
race of its employes but he be- 
lieved that there were about six 
Mack officers five years ago. 


He said the city employed a 


black man whoae sole Job was 
to recruit blacks for em- 
ployment. 


"There is a definite problem 


in getting qualified Macks to 
apply," Simpson said. "The de- 
mand for quality blacks in oth- 
er fields is greater than ever 
before and we are losing downs 
of potential black officers."
